New Haven, Ct., Jan. 1st, 1872. 
The annual session of our old college so¬ 
ciety the “Delta l’uus,” calls us to this 
Elm City of the Nutmeg State, which might 
very appropriately be called the city of 
oysters. For a great part of Fair Haven 
is embraced within the proper limits of 
New Haven, and having a curiosity to see 
the bivalve dealers on their native heath, 
we took a horse car for the section where 
they do mostly congregate. It is a passing 
remark, yet one that deserves pennaueucy, 
that next to the cars of the Springfield & 
New Haven R. lb, the horse cars used in 
this goodly city, are the worst accommo¬ 
dations offered any man obliged to travel. 
They are old in style, covered with a car¬ 
peting of straw that emits the combined 
stench of mould and tobacco spit, passen¬ 
gers who please are allowed to smoke in 
them, while drivers and conductors, so far 
as our observation goes, are paragons of 
obscene and blasphemous talk. With these 
drawbacks, your ride of a mile and a half 
to Fair Haven is tedious*, hut once there, 
you are well repaid for the trip. It was 
our fortune to fall in with the Chipman 
Brothers, of the well known house of S. 
Chipman & Co., and to their courtesy we 
are indebted for a very agreeable half day. 
On this and the- Fair Haven, proper, side 
of the river, there arc probably one hun¬ 
dred concerns engaged in the planting 
opening and sale of oysters. The bivalves 
are brought here in sloops and schooners, 
and if not reshipped at once, are planted 
in the bay, where they remain at tiie own¬ 
er’s option. Some firms open 200 gallons 
per day iu the busiest season, which sets iu 
about the first of October, and is now grad¬ 
ually closing. Some make a specialty of 
fine fat natives, and watch their planted 
oysters as carefully as a nursery man would 
look out for his best grafted pear trees. In 
the spring, these oysters are fecundated 
ami their offspring attach themselves by 
hundreds to empty shells, which are plant¬ 
ed for the purpose. If the weather be 
warm ami r.au. imm unusual rain, they 
prorogate very rapidly and require about 
three years growth to reach sufficient de- 
clopmeut for the epicure’s palate. Soine- 
imes a small worm borer will attack a bed, 
ud drilling thu minutest conceivable hole 
iu the shells, kill the innocent bivalve by 
the millions. That curious and hideous 
pccimen of marine life, the “star fish,” 
or what we generally know as “five fin¬ 
gers,” is also a great enemy to thu oyster, 
and as lie always is in company with a 
rowd of his. own species, the damage 
done by them before being discovered is 
often of a fabulous amount. Wo can get 
some idea, of the appetites of New Enuluiid. 
by the fact that there are daily shipped 
rum this city about 0000 gallons of oys¬ 
ters. Palmer. Ware, and all their adjacent 
towns get limit orders filled hero, and the 
leading houses are S. Chipman & Co., Wil¬ 
lis Barnes & Co., M. Ilemingraley. Bttftyell 
& Hamilton, Jure Smith, Willis Smith, and 
Willis M. Smith; all known iu our home 
neighborhood. Palmer takesmore oysters 
than any other town in our locality, send- 
ug in large orders almost every (lay. 
Prices have varied this season. In Septem- 
bef last, the dealers cpmhlued on 81-50 per 
gallon as a standard price for the season.' 
Some one made a discount, and all agree¬ 
ment was broken, up.. Buyers now pay 
froiy $1.15 to $1 35 per gallon, as they may 
chance to be posted. Thu dealers gener¬ 
ally are obliged to put up fat solid meats, 
and let the retailers water them to their 
own Ideas of propriety and profit. The 
lealers we have named,are not governed by 
my other will, than to satisfy their .cus¬ 
tomers iu a faithful manner, and this course 
brings them a weekly increasing' list of 
orders.

It costs the Government over $24,000,000 
yearly to carry on the business of the de¬ 
partment, which is four or live millions 
more than the revenue. There are some 
expenses which Postmaster-General thinks 
should not In: considered a purl of the post- 
office account, but which go largely to 
swell the deficit. The principal one is the 
franking privilege, which alone costs the 
Goverment more than $3,000,000 annually. 
The largest revenue is derived from the 
sale of postage stamps, about 500,000,000 
of which, including all denominations, and 
representing a value of $14 000.000. are dis¬ 
posed of each fiscal year. This, however, 
does not include the stamped envelopes 
nor newspaper wrappers. The Depart¬ 
ment has 8,000 contracts for the transpor¬ 
tation of mails, which are carried over 
nearly 9,000 routes, covering a running dis¬ 
tance. during the year, of more than 98,- 
000.000 miles. Some idea may be gained of 
ilic difference between the sjstem prevail¬ 
ing now, and that in use fifty y< ago, 
vvlien we remember that then it took the 
old lour-horse coaches live days to carry 
the mails from Boston to New York—a 
distance of 300 miles. Now the niaiis ure 
conveyed from New York to San Francis¬ 
co, a distance, according lo the Govern¬ 
ment tables, of 3,307 miles, in 7 dajs. It 
is a singular fact, thoughTnnd one worthy 
of remark concerning the California 
route, that mails going East are carried 
faster, and reach their destination more 
regularly, than those going West. Per¬ 
haps but few have ever thought what the 
relative cost of conveying letters is to the 
Government. The Department receives 
but three cents for carrying a letter weigh¬ 
ing half an ounce or less, and for that sum - 
it is delivered at the remotest boundaries 
of the United States. The expense of cur¬ 
rying a single letter between New York 
and Philadelphia, when its weight is aver¬ 
aged with tiie hundreds of tons of mail 
matter that passes over. that route yearly, 
would be but a mere fraction of a penny. 
But to carry a letter to Alaska, although 
the Government would receive but the 
usual postage, would cost, averiug the num¬ 
ber of letters carried, the price paid, aud 
the distance, over $300. _

DEAD LETTERS. 


Glass Cleaning.— Housekeepers should 
never allow tiie plate of a mirror, or even 
their window panes, to be cleaned with 
newspaper. Almost all newspapers now 
use paper containing straw as a component 
and as the substance of straw is largely 
composed or silex (flint.) which can not 
ho entirely eliminated in the process 
manufacture tiie result is congeries of mi¬ 
nute scratches on the face of the glass, not 
always visible lo the naked eyes singly, but 
in a mass producing a cloudy and dull ap¬ 
pearance, ruinous to the glass. Chamois 
skin kept in a drawer Tree from dust, and 
the delicate tissue paper are the best mate¬ 
rials for glass cleaning. 


Tiie business of the Dead-letter Office has 
grown to be one of great magnitude. Last 
year there were nearly 3,000,000 letter 
sent to that department from different parts 
of the couutry. A large number of them 
contained money,, thu total' amount of 
which was over $92,000. This sum does 
not include bank checks, drafts, etc., tiie 
nominal value of which reached $3,000,000. 
Besides the letters received, there were 
hundreds of packages containing jewelry 
and other valuables. The exhibit of the 
Dead-letter Office shows that among the 
queer things received were bees, lizards, 
snakes, miniature steam engines, many va¬ 
rieties of models, and almost every article 
of wearing apparel. Iu the list of dead 
matter there was one item of 39,009 pho- 
ographs^ A very large percentage of the 
money letters, funk-checks, photographs, 
etc., were returned, to the owners. It may 
be stated, as an evidence of the careless¬ 
ness of people, that last veiir there were 
received at the Dead-letter Office 400,000 
letters upon which the postage had not 
been paid as the law directs ; C8.000 un- 
mailable, owing to the name of the post- 
office and Suite having been omitted in the 
address, and over 3,000 letters without any 
address whatever.

his daily bread. None of these things 
make a gentleman, not one of them, nor 
all of them together. I have known men, 
when I was brought closer in contact with 
working men, than, from my changed po¬ 
sition, I am brought now—I have known 
men of the roughest exterior, who have 
been accustomed all their lives to look af¬ 
ter horses and follow the plough, as thor¬ 
ough gentlemen in heart as any noble man 
that ever wore the ducal coronet. I mean 
I have known them as unselfish, I have 
known them as truthful, I have known 
tiiem as sympathizing, and all those quali¬ 
ties go to make what I understand by the 
term “a gentleman.” It is a noble privi¬ 
lege, which has been sadly prostituted, and 
what I mean to tell you is, that the hum¬ 
blest man in the city of Leeds, who has 
the lowest work to do, yet, if his heart be 
tender, and pure, and true, can be, in the 
most emphatic sense of the word, “a geu- 
tlentan.” 


A Dying Nation. —The accounts of the 
famine in Persia, which continue to arrive 
in greater detail, bid fair to treat the world 
to the spectacle of a calamity the like of 
which has not been wituessd in historic 
times at least—the sudden extinction of a 
nation for want of food. This has been 
the fate of the great states which once fill¬ 
ed the valley of the Euphrates, and it is a 
fate which has for centuries been threat¬ 
ening some modern states—SpaiD, for in¬ 
stance. Man has stripped the soil of trees; 
the absence of. trees has brought droughts; 
droughts have slowly diminished the pro¬ 
ductive powers of the ground, and finally 
destroyed them; the population in the mean¬ 
time dwindling in numbers and vitality. 
Spain had forty millions of people in the 
time of the Romans, and flowed with milk 
and honey; it is now an arid region, only 
half of it under cultivation, with only six¬ 
teen million of inhabitants, and, if modern 
science had not come to its aid, would 
probably go the way of Babylon. Persia 
was one of the most powerful states of 
antiquity, and even in the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury was able to support the army of 
Tamerlain, who marched without commis¬ 
sariat or baggage, during a bloody contest. 
It is now almost a wilderness, with a popu¬ 
lation of only two millions—about half of 
them nomads, which is rapidly perishing 
from famine brought on l>y drought. The 
worst of it is, that, owing to the absence 
of either common roads or railroads, it 
seems to be impossible for the charity of 
the world to I'unub th« sufferers, so that 
there is really a strong prospect of the to¬ 
tal depopulation of the country.

Certain 
tney bonbons, made more for show than 
for eating, are still colored with poisonous 
iterials, and adulterated with objection- 
ilile substances. Purchasers should ‘ un- 
erslund this, anti sweetmeats of this kind 
hould never be given lo children for eat- 
ng. While there is no doubt that some 
kinds of candy arc injurious—that which is 
made from pure sugar, with no adulteru- 
ion, is usually regarded now-a-days as 
harmless—provided it is eaten moderately 
mil at a proper time. Candy should never 
be allowed to take the place of substantial 
food; it should bear the same relation to 
rdinury food as other condiments do; and 
Lhe most wholesome time for takiug it is 
after a meal. To lie nibbling at it all day 
uiig will surely destroy the appetite and 
injure tiie health. Candy would not have 
to bear t he blame of all the colics and ln-ad- 
cbes which befall children soon after 
Christmas gifts are bestowed, did they not 
so often carry a pocketful of it around with 
them. The common substance used for 
ulultcratiou are starch, terra alba, and 
clay; and, unfortunately, some manufac¬ 
turers who make pure confectionery make 
dso an adulterated kind, which they sell 
to a certain class of customers. An adul¬ 
teration may readily be detected by taking 
tumbler of water and dissolving a piece 
f candy in it. If the candy is pure, it will 
completely dissolve; if oue of tile articles 
tbove mentioned is iu it, there will be a 
precipitate.

A Salt Mountain.— The famous salt 
mountain of Palestiue, called by the na 
tives Jebei Usdum, is a singular formation 
being a solid mass of rock salt, or a green 
isii white transparency, very mueli tiie col 
or of a shallow sea covered at tiie top with 
loose crust of gravel, flints, plaster 
Paris, and elialkly marl. Tiie mountai 
runs north-east nnd south-west. It 
about seven miles long and one aud a half 
wide. In its highest points it is nearly 
five hundred feet high. Around the base 
of the mountain the ground is full of dan 
gerous hollows, into which animals often 
aud sometimes men, fall, and sink out oT 
sight. Little streams of water are con 
siuntly trickling, even In the dry season 
from underneath the salt mountain, and 
runuing into the sea. A correspondent 
writing from there says he never tasted 
anything so sally in his life; salt itself, 
the lump, is not so sally. Only a little 
way east—about ten miles—are rich fields 
of sugar cane, iudigo, wheat, barley, aud 
oats.

The Famine in China.— The latest China 
papers say the famine in that countiy is 
still raging. Around Tientsin, as far as 
the eye can reach, the country is covered 
with water. The water still continues to 
pour into llie suburbs of the city through 
a breach in the enbankment. The natives 
are making some efforts to patch up this 
breach, but their progress is slow and their 
success doubtful. In the meantime the 
water thus rushing in keeps up the flood 
on the country and inside the city itself. 
It has undermined and destroyed large 
portions of the old wall. The starving 
people are already begining to sell their 
children. Cantonese have bought chil¬ 
dren for $5 from starving families. 

Small Pox. —This disease continues to 
spread itself throughout the country, and j 
also throughout Europe. For fifty years it 
has not been as prevalent as now. llie 
Californian cure is, sulphate of zinc one 
grain, foxglove one grain, tea spoonful ol 
sugar mixed with two table spoonfuls of 
water, and this dissolved in four ounces of 
water. One spoonful an hour is said to ef¬ 
fect a cure. Dark rooms, with no light 
but from a candle, will, it is said, prevent 
pitting and render tire disease harmless. 
So says the London Lancet. But people 
should not fail to be vaccinated. 


Umbrella Smugglers.— The number of 
English silk umbrellas smuggled to Ameri¬ 
ca yearly by tourists and employes of steam¬ 
ship companies has been increasing so rap¬ 
idly that New York trade has beeu thor¬ 
oughly ruined and hardly a house can afiord 
to keep a stock on hand. A committee ap¬ 
pointed by the American Umbrella Associ¬ 
ation lias discovered that nearly all of the 
passengers returning from Europe bring 
several silk umbrellas for themselves and 
friends, without paying the duty on the 
articles.

Hampden Park.— The Hampden Agrieul- 
turla Society held a long and excited meet¬ 
ing Saturday on the question of leasing 
Hampden Park to an association of gentle¬ 
men to be used as a trotting park for five 
years, at an annual rent of $200. The propo¬ 
sition was carried by a vote of 192 for, to 
146 against. Chester W. Chapin, presi¬ 
dent of the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
District Attorney Geo. M. Stearus, and 
Judge W. S. Shurtleff favored leasing, and 
ex-Governor Trask and several others op¬ 
posed it. Gov. Trask also offered a resolu¬ 
tion that the society be Instructed to in¬ 
corporate iu the lease a provision that no 
liquor be sold on the Park, aiid that no pool 
selling or other gambling be permitted. It 
was laid on the table by a vole of 83-to 70. 
This decides the fate of the Hampden Agri¬ 
cultural Society for the next five years. 

The Revere Accident.— By the accident 
at Revere thirty persons were killed and 
about seventy-five injured, making one 
hundred and five claims in all against the 
railroad company. Of these from seventy- 
five to eighty have already been satisfied, 
leaving from twenty-five to thirty unset¬ 
tled, about all of which negotiations are 
pending. The road has paid nearly $200,- 
000 and the largest claim settled was $12,- 
000 as compensation for the loss of a hand, 
mid in cases of deatli $5000, what the law 
allows. 

Burglarized. —J. T. Rockwood’s store, 
ill Springfield, was robbed last week Friday 
night. The thief secreted himself in the 
store before it was closed for the night and 
then worked at his leisure. He took $350 
from the safe. 


Collision on tiie U. P. It. R-—A collis- 
ion occurred last Tuesday night on the 
Union Pacific .Railroad, near Red Buttes. 
Four engines were coming down grade, 
when they ran into the rear end of a pas¬ 
senger train standing on the main track 
wailing for trains ahead to get tlirough 
snow drifts. Five or six cars were wreck¬ 
ed and twelve or fifteen passengers bruised. 

American Enterprise.— A projected Pe¬ 
ruvian railway will cross the Andes at an 
elevation of 14,000 feet above the level of 
the sea, or 7000 feet higher than the high¬ 
est point crossed by the Central Pacific 
Railroad, and within 1000 feet of perpetual 
snow. The American style of cars will be 
adopted, and United States engineers will 
superintend iLs construction. 

Alexis at Sunday School.— Alexis and 
Counsellor Machin visited tiie Benton Mis¬ 
sion Sunday School in St. Louis on Sunday 
last.

What a commentary it 
is upon the ephemeral range of the hu¬ 
man intellect to see this great utilitarian 
enterprise so necessary and effective two 
thousand years ago, now not merely useless, 
but an incumbrance and an obstruction I”

Rather guess there will he 
no need of calling out the militia right 
off. England will be in no haste to go to 
war, though it may play the bully for awhile 
to test our tempe r. 

Tiik legislature is driving along at a fair 
rate, though very little business has been 
completed as yet. The general railroad 
bill lias passed the House, and goes back to 
tlm Senate for concurrence. Committee 
hearings are numerous. Springfield and 
Holyoke have, designs upon Ashley’s pond 
f„r water. The legislature Is asked to turn 
the course of Agawam river so as to pre¬ 
vent overflowing the West Springfield flats, 
and petitioners ask for a free bridge at 
Springfield and Chicopee over the Connecti¬ 
cut river. The Shanley’s ask a reduction 
of the securities held by the Stale, so that 
they may use more means in pushing for¬ 
ward the lloosac Tunnel. The Senate re¬ 
fuses to concur wiili the House in its 
amendments to the railroad bill, so that

A Growl from th« BrltUU Lion. 

The British Government is disposed to 
back out of the treaty made by the Joint ( 
High Commission about a year ago. That ( 
treaty, approved by Congress and Pallia- - 
ment, provided that “in order to remove ull i 
complaints and claims on the part of the 1 
United States, and to provide for the settle¬ 
ment or such claims, which are not admitted 
by Her Britannic Majesty’s government, the 
high contracting parties agree that all the 
said claims growing out of acts committed 
bv the aforesaid vessels, and generally 
knowu as the Alabama claims, shall be re¬ 
ferred to a Tribunal of Arbitration," &c. 
That tribunal of arbitration is about to as¬ 
semble at Geneva, and now the Queen in 
her speech to Parliament states that the 
United States Government hail presented 
large claims which are not understood by 
her to be withiu the province of the arbi¬ 
ters. The English press have also taken 
up the matter and declared against the al¬ 
lowance of these claims. Premier Glad¬ 
stone slates in Parliament that the Ameri¬ 
can claims are preposterous and would 
not he submitted to. It is broadly hinted 
that tliis course of the Brilish government 
is for strategelic purposes. The Tory op¬ 
position to Mr. Gladstones miuisliy is 
strong, and this outburst of repudiation 
may be intended to divert attention front 
the ministry. The intelligence on this side 
of ih»* Atlantic is received with just indig¬ 
nation. President Grant stands firmly by 
the treaty, and will uot yield to the de¬ 
mands of the English government. If that. 

• government chooses to abrogate the Heat}, 
then matters will stand just as they did 
before the treaty was made, and England 
will be placed in a very awkward position 
before the world. The United States can 
afford to wait; England cannot. The board 
of arbitration has taken a recess till June, 
and in the meantime Engluud will have a 
, chance to cool otf.
